lead the thoughts and mould tho character of thoir coum 
aymen, should always, if possible, be of such a kind as t 
ead them to recognize the prosence of God and tho jniaoles 
value of His revelation of Himself, In Christian countrie 
she importance of this is realized at once. Ivary spiritue 
nan would feel it to be the saddest of calamities if the v1 
versities and colleges of his native land wore so conducte 
as to turn the great majonty of their students into infidel 
asi atheists, He would feel it, on the other hand, to} 
an unspeakable boon if all theso places uf education w 
exerting a powerful influenco for good on those 1¢sort 
to thom, And if even one collage were pervaded in all 
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arangements by a spirit of earnest piety, and yel so popu- 
lay ag Lo affect appreciably the whole education of the land, 
he would thank God and take comago for tho futme, I 
such be the evil cf an irreligious education, and sucht’ 
the benefit of an education® | impregnated with a Christian 
wpiris « even among Chustian Sovtions,—the ovil upon the one 
hand and the need upon tho other are immeasurably gromtes 
in a country such as India, At home, there are a thousand 
influences that may be the channels of spiitual hfe to edu- 
cated mon, even should they never hear at college of God’ 
or of the Saviour —influences that might servo as a 
powerful antidote even if all the colleges were centres for 
the propagation of infidehty, In a-heathen country no such 
influences oxist. I cannot say what developments ther 
future may have in store, bul certainly at present there aro 
no means of bringing truth to bear upon tho rising genera- 
tion except in connection with their education If colleges 
in India have nothing of a Christian spirit, it is inevitable 
ul present that the cducated youth,—those, that is to say, 
who contribute most to give tho tone to tho feelings and 
the thoughts of all, -should grow up with their minds at 
the very beat unopened to approciale Christian auth, and 
n all probability strongly sot against it  Thoro is no 
rastoral cave, there are no parontal counsels, no praying 
‘rionds, no customary assemblies for waiting upon God, to 
wyaken the conscience and touch the heart of tho” oudinary 
Indian student, For him thero exists, and as far as may be 
eon just now there can exist, no agoney to take the placa 
xf these, except such as is moro or less directly connected 
yith education, He must draw ina spirit of vhougheful- 
ress, of reverence, of prayer, in tho process of his ordinary 
sdueation, or, humanly speaking, ho can never daw it in 
uiall, Ifhe meots with no influence for good at school or 
tollege, he must grow up with a spiritual and moral natme 
note wholly waste and hamen than those ina Christian 
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couny who are separated most widely from the church 
and from all the means that 1+ employs, Nothing further 
sutely is required to show how all Christian agencies 

> must work at an enormous and unnecessary disadvantage 
£0 long as the case stands thus” 

But if those who do most 4o-jnould the character of cach 
generation as it rises thos whose spirit all must pooner o1 
later catch in some deeies, were only to craw in some longing 
after truth, some sense of the power of godliness, along 

. With all the knowledge that they value and that has gone to 
form their characte, it is easy surely to percerve how soon 
evaly agency at wok would tell with more effect than 
“hitherto, Wo know that it makes a woild-wide difference 

Whether the seed falls on the hardened wayside, or on 
ground that has been ploughed already and so is fitted to 
veceive it. , Hence the unspeakable importance to the 
cause of Missions of an efficient and influential place of 
Christian education

It is well known also that all direct Christian influence is 

“excluded from the colleges that Government supports, 
Nothing is done, and nothing can b2 done in them for the 
spiuitual natuje of their students, Ido not indeed regard 
Government colleges as necessarily hostile to roligion or mo+ 

‘Tho inflnence of Go- lity. On the contrary they snay uffert, 
varnment Colleges, and some of them actually do offect, not 
alittle good,in the way of showing thoir students the value of 
motal chaacter and conduct, and in enlarging and en« 
nobling all their ideas of life and of its duties. However 
incomplete their influence, there ig nothing in the nature. 
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of the case to make it necessaiily hurtful to the progress of 
Chiistianity. ‘The fact is that the question whether the Go- 
ernment secular cclleges shall be helps ov hindrances to re- 
. ligion, depends mainly upon whether there is, or is not, ar 
_ efficient Qhiistian college ab Work boside thom. If thore be 
s19 Ginistian college or only Goo that is so inefficient that its 
enemies and the public generally’éan afford to troab ib with 
contempt, the students at the Government colleges must prac- 
tically yoga.d tho toaching given there as being everything 
of value that westetn influence can communicate. In that 
ease, a secular collego must bea positive and great hindrance 
to the truth, Itmust tend practically, even should the wishes 
of its professors be very different, to make mon atheists at 
heart, and to shut up any pre-existing avenue by whieh the 
truth might 1each and quicken them. But il, on the other 
hand, there be a Chnistzan college that no one can despise, 
that commands attention and respecb by the thorough odn- 
ation that it gives, its influence will spread to all studounis, 
2 Et will affect them,—at least so far as to make them feel tho 
possibility of there being something beyond mote intollec- 
tual attainment, and grander than nero prudential morality. 
WDhe honorable cxamplo, the high tone of moral purpose, oflon 
to be met with in those who worl nm the Government Insti- 
tutions, and the awakening of thought that thoir influence 
produces, will always tend to lay the minds.of their students 
open to highor thoughts. One great nocd then is that thre 
ie something near, fitted Lo suggest such thoughts to them. 
fa sphit of honest inquiry and search for truth be 
thus awakened, Christians need havo little doubt ag to what 
it will vegult in, The absonce of such a spirit is tho great 
want, the gveat hindianee to the church’s worl, in India ab 
present, ’ 
» Thus may oven Government education, defective though 
it be, bo made to serve asa real preparation, and a preparation 
mos} important because ao widely spread, for tho turning of 
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India to Christ. All depends on whether there be a 
Christian education going on beside it, of such a kind as to 
command attention and exert a real influence

with e jual force. In that case indeed the absolute necessity 
for an efhicient Christian college would only be all the 
planer, Missionary bothes could not affoid Lo have the idea 
wrought gradually 11lo the deepest texture of the beliefs of 
all the Indian races, that enhghtenment and progress and 
civilization are synonymous with the rejection of every form 
of religion as supeistition and credulity. But if i were only, 
when Government colleges became openly hostile to religion, 
that missionary “yodies came forward to show m education 
practically how true religion and true enhghtenment aie nob 
destructive of each othe: but mutually helpful, they would 
find that they had coine forwaid too late The ficld woul 
be pre-oceupied and the mischief done. 

‘has on all hands does the necessity appear for the 
maintaining somewhere and somehow of a high class 
Christian college, in any country where education is being 
cartied on go largely as ib isin Southern India, Of courage 
‘the same principles apply to work in many other paris of 
India as well, but with thab for the present I am not 
concerned 

But there is an entirely different point of view, from which

needed for the naave The Christian chureh in India is risingt 
es fast, Recent statistics show its con- 
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atant growth in point of numbers, and in point of chaiacter 
and, influence it is, at all events in the youth, progressing 
slill moie sapidly. Ib is well known that the bulk of 
the native Christians hold but a low position im the commus 
nity m yirtue of hereditaty descent. Education how- 
ex is the one avenue in@Ipda at present Lo respect 
and powér Through 16 the vay is fully opon for 
Chustians becoming erelong equal to the highest classes, 
and exefting an influence out of all proportion to their 
mere numbers The way in which they ae taking ad- 
vantage of this open path, is, to those who look beldw the 
surface, one of the most interesting and hopeful feainros 
of recont history in India The change has beon maked 
and rapid. Until two yeais ago, for example, the appear- 
5 ofa native Chistian’s name in the hist of the gadu 
les of the unwveisily, was but an occasional occurence, 
n no yearl believe wore there more than two, m most 
years only one, and m many literally none Such have 
“until lately boon the numbers of native Chistian giaduates, 
oven though 1 some years as many as staty have ieceived 
the dogice updn the whole: Last year, howovor, out of 
eyanty wine Bachelois of Ars, thice wee native Chns- 
tian This year out of fifty, tho number stands at seven In 
the lowor oxaminations of the University, theratioof merease 
is toletably similar. Yet oven this 1s litile compared with 
what may be looked fo. in the immediate faime For 
example, out of eighty-four students composing the first and 
second year classes of the I've: Church Mission Institution, 
serertcen, or twenty per cont, aro native Chnsuans, and - 
although this im all hkelthood exceeds the propor. 
tion in any other collegiate establishment, there is probably 
no such establishment m which native Chiistians do not 
constitute now.an appreciable percentage of tho whale, 


Tho youth of the Indian church are thus throwing 
themselyga resolutely mio the path that is cerlain 40 eon. 
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duct them to a place of great impottance in the Indian 
community, Missionary bedies have no power to deter 
mine now whether they shall receive education and so 1ise 
into positions of influence, or not. At ths stage, we can 
determine only of what kind ther education and , their 
influence shall be. os , 

Tf there be no Chistian eolfege faitly able to compete 
with those mamtained by Goverument, they must and will 
be dhawa.intu places whee thei Christianity vxposed to 
the contact of a prevailing mass of heathenism and in- 
fidelity, and suppai ted by absolutely no encouragement from 
their professors, is hisely to shrink up very speedily into the 
mete shadow of a shade, If the leading mon of the Christian 
community in the next generation are thus Christians in 
nothmg but the name, will not ther oxample do more to 
retard the progress of the truth than a hundred missiouartes 
could do to further it 7 ‘ 

Let there be on the other hand a Christian college of 
fivst-vate standing, diawing naturally to itself most of the 
Christihn as woll as a fair propoition of the nua-Chiistian 
students ,—let it be conducted in such a spirit of earnest 
ness and prayer that all that 1 taught wathin its walls 
shall help in ‘wiking the conscionce and pombting to the 
Saviour, and who shall estimate tho change that » single’ 
geneistion may effect ? Should wo not see in that case many 
of tho Christian studenlg beming an earnest spirit with 
them into the positions of intluence thay ara sue to fill? 
And if they did so, would not the leavening process go on. 
rapidly tall the whole mighty lump of India should be 
leavened ? 

These conside1atious—which it would be easy to onlaige 

The branches to bo wdefimely—aro certainly cnough to 
taught m tho college. show that the mamtonanco of a 
thoroughly cflictent collogs is a matter of primo im- 
portance to the missionay eanse in Southern Indi, 
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T£ such @ college is to produce its proper effect, it 
must plainly be complete in its equipments, and able to 
earry its sbudents with medit through the cntiwe emricu- 
hun,— which extends now to four years It must pro 
vide, instruction of thd highest class not o ly in Seripture 
Kuowledge and the Evidgaces of Chustianity, but in Mathe- 
maties Logic, Mental and* Moral Plulosophy, in the Eng- 
lsh ‘language and Enghsh literature, im Ilistory, Natu 
val Science, Sankrit, and in thioe at least of the languages of 
Southern India These ac the mam bianches of a liberal 
education here, and the tatlure to give good instruction in. 
them must be fatal to the existence of a college he , 
college that the Mission cause requires must also bo in such * 
a central situation as is furnished only by the Prosi- 
deney town. A good school may of couse do something to 
impress aChustian stamp cn education whoever itis placed , 
but no institution that Joes nob stand oul prominently . 
hefove the public, and that is nob fairly on a par in eflicioney 
with the gucat secular colleges of Government, can hope tu 
givo that tone to education gonoally which I have shown 
to be so urgently required. 

To ostabligh such a place of education scorfiba only a fow

is a slow and laborious task anywhere for an oduca~ :

long series of years, And evory one who knows anything 
of India can toll you how ovei whelming is the influence of 
any organizalion thab is upheld by Government, apart tron 
any merits of ls own Add to this, thal Government has 
always, and very propaly, taken caro to secure the best 
mon possible for its leading colleges, and that it has equip- 
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ped them,with every educational convenience and luxmy 
utterly vegaidless of expense It did indeed seem hope- 
less that a college having nothing to depend on but the feeble’ 
staff and attenuated revenue of a mission, should rise to any 
thing “npproachi ¢ g to equality with such establishments 
Novertheloss by the blessing of-Q™* Nirpon the wotk of years, 
the thing has been shown to be ‘possible. In 1863 2 college 
was opened in connection with an institution that had- been 
for mauy years only a school of an inferior description 
Tt began with bub six students, [6 may justly clam 
‘now to stand on the same general level as the great colleges 
thet have all the wealth and influence of Goverament to 
back them Ido not indeed pretond that it 18 so complete, 
or commands so wi le an influence, a3 the best of these. Tt 
could not possibly do so in so shoit a time, Probably it 
it can never do so, while colleges are maintained by Govein- 
ment at all The influence, direct and mdirect, and of course 
the wealth at the command of a Government department, ais 
such that perfect equality with one of its colleges can 
scareely in any citcumstances bo attained by any other. 
But certamly the Mission college isso far equal now that 
comparisons may be made between it and the best,—that 
if exerts an influence perhaps less wide than the great secular 
colleges, but not essentially dissimilar,—that im short the 
difference betweon the two in public estimation, as regards 
“thei power, (of course T do not mean their character), iy no 
longer one of kind but merely of degree. In pomt of the 
ninnberof its students,n point of educational success,in pomt 
of general popularity, and in every other way in which the 
general influonce of a college can be tested it stands alroady

fully developed college of the kind I have endeavoured 
to describe. Tho attempt to establish more than one 
m the Presidency town would end in ivevivable suin, 
The one would stand in need of all the suppab that 
‘the sympathy of the united Missionary body could affod, 
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shat Societies have indeed at present Tigh schools 
atudmperfectly developed collegos in different parts of the 
neniry, Ido not in tho least mean that those ought to be 
tyen up. Ifa fully equipped college were once permanently 
stablished in Madras, he educational contro, 1) might 
ver hepa be good econoryefo lower the standard of some of 
hem; bué there is no fd egsity for this bemg done even 
ysasingle instance Neither do I wash to lay down a law 
1 all lime coming Ib may well enough become desiablo 
pereaftor that new Christian colleges should spring up In 
the ammediate future however, there catt be but ane 
thoroughly complete Christian gollege for the oducation of 
native students, That one will have such opposition and 
such rivalry to meet with that if 1b 15 to prosper 34 must havo 
the suppovt and sy:mpathy of all to whom the cause of Christ 
14 dear, whatever be the body that may directly maintain 
and manage it . 

Such a college can certainly be carricd on more safely 
Aiea dada be and economically by asinglo body than 
TalAtled, thocatlags bess by many. If you therefore can under- 
managed by one body. dake the expenso which I shall dotail 
ummediately, and can secure the moral suppoit ol all, 
or most, of the other missionary bodies, it will ve best that 
your present Institution shoul! become the fully eqmpped 
wid fully developed college that the cheumstances of 
Southern India domand Uf, on tho othe: hand, the expense 
be beyond you power to meet, o 3f the other missionary 
bodies wall not regard with favom a college connected with 
one particular church, it will becomo necessary Lo consider 
on what terms and to what extent ¢o-opaation should bo 
asked. The ono thing indispensable 19 that each society 
should come to regard ib as a matter of conse, to send to 
this one colloge, by whomsoove: ib is managod, such of 
their students as cary on thew studies farther than 
the Jess developed schools can carry them—that thoy 
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should look upon it as the legitimate centre of their ' 
cducational wak—that they should umte m us de- 
fence when it is attackel, av it is sure to be fiom many 
different quarters,—in short that they should all wateh 
over itas their own, and advance its interests by all proper 
ineans The bodies that make calyentional operations an

Institution a3 at present cairied on, The 
Chuich Missionary Socicty ser 1s to 1b the holdeis of 
scholaiships from sevoral of 13 schools, thus treating 2b even 
officially aheady as holding the } lace which I wish to sce 
the Christian college Inld 1 trust otha: socretios may agree 
to act similarly if they oneo reahze how powerfully the m- 
fluence of an cfliaont art tiuly Chistian @llege will tell 
in favow of the common caus2, and how essentsal 1b 19 that 
the gollege should be strong and stvble if it is to exert any 
influence at all.

Anda timo will no 
doubt come when a separation will become expe bent apart 
from this. Thus colleges and schools have beon long ago 
separated at home, But fur many reasons ib is not desirable 
to make the division in ladia at present if it ean possibly be 
a,-avoided, This one reason 1s_ enough without entering on 
the others ;—that the esyérse of a school and college sopa- 
rately would be immenscly gi cater, in men as well as money, 
than will suffice when both are combined im a single institu- 
tun Iu the ovent of a separation, the uewly uigaured 
ollege would require as complete a European staf! as might 
ve made tulerably suflicient for the school and the collego, 
united. It would require a largo immediate outlay on 
account of buildings or house rent as the case might be, as 
also on account of furnituie. 6 would need separate pun- 
dits ta teach the various Iudian languages; a separate statt 
of servants; and many things besides, the expense of which 
is partly borne at present by the schogl.

Iimding it to bo so, 
tho Tinstoos of the fund formed a union with the leading 
p¢hoo) for Basl Indion and Luropean boys, and tho united 
institution lias boon carried on for nemly twonty years 
un ter the name of tho Dovoton Protestant Collogo, although 
it ty ouly xecently that 1b has beon rising to the position of 
voollogo in reality, ho connection which tho lrustees of the 
Protestant Colloyo funds thus formed, makes their collego to 
he practically one for Last Indian andmopean youths alone, 
Natives avo vir tually, and all but formally oxeluded. And in 
the meantime this iy necessary. Lhe desire for o liberal edu- 
eition is unfortunately very feoblo among Last Tndians and 
iutopeans, I stands in nood of great encowiagement, It ty 
csyontial for iis cneowagomort at prorent that thore should 
he a separate college for this class of tho community, It is 
ceatrin that fow if any of thom would go on with their 
oddection, (a9 ib is much in tho interest of the chrirch ag 
well as of tho country genorally that they should), if they 
could do so only ina college where thero was qn immonse

believe that the necessity may nob very long continuo for the 
ma ntenance of & Chrishan co lego for ifleront classes of the 
community by themgelyes Tf Hayt Indians and Lm opeans 
onee practically Icarn tho value, or rather tho absolute 
nocessity in the present state of India, of a thorough oduca« 
tion for thoir children, 14 will he possible without injmy to 
any one and with benefit in many ways to all, to have but 
one Christian sollege for all racos and classes equally, At 
the present rate of progiess there seems every hopo that 
eight or ten yeas moro may gufliciontly teach tho nooded, 
lesson, If it do go, the Protestant College for Hast Indians 
and Emopeans may coalesce at onco with tho Christian 
college for natives, Its connection with the Dovoton 
School may be dissolved at any time, with or even without 
mutual consent, If events turn out ad I hayo beon suppos- 
ing, I fool assumed that the consent of all partios would 
be gladly given. A sepmate college would thon natwally 
be set up, the Doveton Protostant Institution and tho Treo 
Church Instittlion becoming schools carrying educhtion no 
further than to prepare for tho University curriculum, 

T believe that a college that had thus healthily grown 
ap and that based itself on the intorests of all classes, 
would diay to itself exelong local benefnctions and re. 
sources more valuable than the £500 per annum to 
which Ihave alluded, It would funish a centre r0wnd- 
which the various Christien churches and Misslonary 20- 
cretios might gather more willingly and waimly than they 
are likély to do ound an Institution conducted by a single 
section of the churgh, 
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Of comse such a combination as I have beon imagining 
would imply the smuendor of the namo under which our 
Christian collego has established itseli, and the morging of its 
separato existence, Yet if that were effected in such a 
way as I havo doseribod—a way that would unto all 
Chiistans in one common aid glorions abject, wnd thay 
would sot free a portion of your funds for other momentous 
branches of missionary cftort,—in that caso tho | assing away 
of the “Free Church Mission Institut’on’ would] akind of 
euthanasia which you rviight regiat, and which wo whoso 
lives havo been given to its ostabhshment might oxeusably 
regret still more, but which I hope we should have soll.

very farlure of au experiment that had promised onco so fair 
wonld deter all sechons of the church from malang any ats 
tempt thereafter to christianize Indian education, even if it 
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wore nob certain that bofore such an attempt wonld ba vo- 
newed, tho whole population would bo so fully inbuod with 
irreligion as to laugh {0 seoin tho iden of resetting for in- 
struction to Christian missionarios, T do nob dony that 
even then, in ways which wo cannot’ now forosos, God 
might bring India to hinsolf, but if wo rofnao to toad in 
the path to which ho po uls duv. foptsiops now, what right 
havo we to look for it? 

Lot it not bo eappored that T rogud tho sef ing up and 
permancut maintonance of a Christian 
college as sufficient by itsolf for tho 
successful ovangelization of Southorn India T am as woll 
awaye as any ono that thore are needed for this many 
other agonoos, and agents who shall bo employed in a 
vaviely of ways. Nay, I consider tho agency for which | 
pload to be in als own nature n subordinate one = Ibis oly 
tho ciicumstancos of India thal make sl for the presoni so 
important Yot with such a collcgo as? have spokon of, 
fam firmly peisnaded that thore is a blogged hopo of a 
comparativoly spoody wrning of tl 1s land to Chust = With~ 
out it, tho path may lead equally to him at Inst, as tho 
promises onoomage us to bolwve, bub 1b must to al ap. 
pegrauco ho through dromy agos of athewm and moral 
death 

Earnestly praying that you may bo guidod to such stops 
as shall result in tho ogtabhslment, whobhor in our houds ov 
in tho hands of othors, of such a ocomplolo and stuble 
Ohristian collogo as may bo a pricelosy bonoflt to untold 
generations yeb to como,

fin college, and to invite out remarks and suggoslious thereon. 
Wo fully teoiprocate tho fraternal spivit that hag promptod such 1 
coms on his part, and gladly comply with his voquost, 


Without committing our8olves unroservadly to all tho sonti- 
ments contained tn lus lotten, we ontirely agrao with him ng to tho 
Jmpottanes at tho present juncture of maintaining ab lonst ono 
such Christian college as ho has deseribed in tho highosh pow. 
able state of efficiency, Thora is no nocd, wo think: for 
drawing compguisons botweon tho different dopmtmonta of 
uigsionary Iabour. Like the yaious mombois of the hotly, ong. 
hag its propor placo and function. As to tho vast importance of 
Christian education, all aio agroed In somo, .espoots the kighar 
education has special claims, inasmuch as tho oduonted classes
